THOUGHTS ON TWINE 


The small duty on binder twine im- 
posed by the Conservative government 
used to be represented to the western 
farmer us a monstrous evil. He used 
to be told thai if he would only place 
a Liberal government in power, he 


would get lis binder twine for “half 
nothing” as the irksume duty would 
be totally abolished. The Liberal 
party was returned to power; the 
duty was taken off binder twine, and 
the result today is that the price of 
binder twine has increased from 8 to 
14 cents per pound. The Canadian 
market by the abolition of the duty 
has been placed at the mercy of the 
Uniiad States combine. The Canad- 
jan industry has been killed and 
charge what it likes for the twine. 

The Morden Empire has been figur- 
ing out how much the farmers of the 
Morden district have lost owing to 
this binder twine job of the govern- 
ment. And this is what it figures: 

“The output of twine by the four 
dealers of Morden for the present sea- 
son is 330,000 pounds. It has cost 
the farmers of this vicinity $42,900 for 
twine this season. Farmers in «iin- 
nesota using the same amount would 
pay $24,750 for their twine. This 
startling difference can easily be ac- 
c unted for. The binding twine from 
the state prison of Minnesota costs to 
be manufactured 61-2 cents and is 
sold for 7 3-5 cents a pound, the bind- 
er twine from Kingston was sold by 
the government to Bates & Co., as Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier says, for 4 cents and 
a fraction per pound, and after pass- 
ing through many hands indirectly to 
the farmer for 13 cents a pound. In 
other wordé so that a particular 
friend of the government might con- 
trol the market the prison twine was 
given to him on a contract without 
calling for tenders. 

“Had the government sold the 
twine direct to. the farmers through 
the retail deaférs, the saving would 
have been 5 2-5 cents a pound or the 
farmers in the Vicinity of Morden 
would have $17,020 to the good at the 
end of this season after paying for 
their twine or the province would 
have $545,009 to the good as a saving 
in binding twine alone; $545,500 more 
paid on local bills each year means 
something to the west.” 

According to the Morden Empire's 
estimate, the farmers of Manitoba 
have had taken out of their pockets 
considerably over half a million dol- 
Jars in consequence of the govern- 
ment's job -vith Mr, Bates. When 
they realise -is, the farmers of Mani- 
toba wi!! begin to comprehend just a 
little fraction of the benefits they are 
deriving from free trade and a Lib- 
eral government.
